Late Reports Indicate a 
Plurality of More Than 
90,000 for Fernald 


BREWSTER BY 36,000 
FOR GOVERNORSHIP 


All the Republican Candi- 
dates for Congress Win 


by Safe Margins 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 9 — The 
plurality by which United States 
Senator Bert M. Fernald, Republi- 
can, was re-elected yesterday over 
Fulton J. Redman, Democrat, passed 
the 50,000 mark today with the tab- 
ulation of additional unofficial re- 
turns. With only a score of small 
towns and plantations to be heard 
from the totals stood. Fernald, 147,- 
222; Redman, 97,059. 

The plurality of state Senator 
Ralph oO. Brewster, Republican, 
elected Governor over ex-Attorney 
GeneralWilliam R. Pattangall,Demo- 


crat, reached 36,000 with today’s re- 
turns. The totals were: Brewster, 
143,926; Pattangall, 107,908. 

The total vote was the largest in 
the history of the State. The total 
of 251,834 for Governor was nearly 


46,000 more than the previous high | 
record at the gubernatorial election | 
The total vote for United | 


of 1920. 
States Senator was 244,281. 


The Republican members of Con- 


gress, Carroll N. Beedy, first dis- 
trict; Wallace H. White Jr., second 
district; John E. Nelson, third dis- 
trict, and Ira G. Hersey, fourth dis- 
trict, were re-elected by safe mar- 
gins. Mr. Pattangall, a former at- 
torney-general of Maine, conducted 
his campaign against Senator Brew- 
ster principally on the issue of the 
Ku Klux Klan. In the primaries 
Mr. Brewster was indorsed by the 
Klan for the Republican nomination, 


although he asserted that he was)' 


not a member of the Klan and never 
had sought its support. On the face 
of the primary returns, Mr. Brew- 
ster was defeated by Frank G. Far- 
rington, president of the State Sen- 
ate, by a small margin, but on a 
recount Mr. Brewster was. given 
the nomination. The first telegram 
of congratulation which he received 
last night came from Mr. Far- 
rington. 

Mr. Brewster spoke chiefly on state 
issues during his election campaign, 
making no mention of the Klan. Re- 
publican speakers of national promi- 
nence who came into the state in sup- 

t Brewster and Senator 


, , however, laid their empha- 
sis On national issues and joined the 
Republican State Committee in in- 
sisting that a vote for Mr. Brewster 
meant indorsement of President Cool- 
idge. 


A feature of the vote for Governor | 
was the fact that in his home, Ward 1, | 
Augusta, Mr. Pattangall received only |

273 votes to 421 for Mr. Brewster. 
the twenty cities of the state, Mr. 
Brewster carried all except Bangor, 
Biddeford, Hallowell, Lewiston, Old 
Town and Waterville. Of the sixteen 
counties Mr. Brewster carried all ex- 
cept Androscoggin, which was also 
the only county carried by Mr. Red- 
man for Senator.

Two years ago the Republican 
plurality for Governor was 28,457, 
and four years ago it was 65,346. 
In the senatorial election in 1922 
Senator Frederick Hale, Republi- 
can, was elected by a plurality of 
26,366 over Oakley C. Curtis, Dem- 
ocrat. 

During the campaign Gen. Charles 
G. Dawes, Republican nominee for 
Vice-President, delivered an address 
in Maine in which he spoke openly 
regarding the Klan, declaring that 
he was opposed to its methods.

LONDON, Sept. 9—The 
Birkenhead’s letter tothe Earl of Bal- 
four upon thé Ulster boundary dis- 
pute has had reactions here from 
both sides. Lord Carson, in a letter 
to the press today, says: “I think it 
my duty to state that before the late 
Mr. Bonar Law approved the treaty, 
I had a very long interview with 
him, in which he stated that he had 
the most explicit assurance from the 
Government that Article 12 could 
only be construed as relaiing to the 
ratification of the frontier as de- 
termined by the act of 1920.” 

This act provides that northern 
Ireland shall comprise six counties, 
among which Fermanagh and Ty- 
rone—the principal areas in dispute 
—are specifically named. 

The Free State Government, on the 
other hand, has issued a detailed 
reply and challenges Lord Birken- 
head’s argument, point by point. It 
contends that a precedent is to be 
found, not in the 40-year-old treaty of 
Berlin on which Lord Birkenhead 
relies, but in the much more recent

A proclamation received here from 
General Chang announcing the en- 
trance of his armies into the field, 
said: 

Nobody will be disturbed wherever 
my ‘army happens to be, as my only 
object is to kill the chief offenders, 
leaving all:others absolutely unmo- 
lested. Let*the sun of heaven wit- 
ness this utterance of mine. 

General Chang enters the conflict 
with prosperity as his ally. The Man- 
churian territory which he controls 
has enjoyed unusual crops during the 
pest two years and the wealth of the 
banks under. his thumb is said to be 
enormous. In China proper the coun- 
try has been swept by devastating 
floods, civil strife and the exactions 
of military governors and the prov- 
inces are said to be without the na- 
tural resources to carry on a long 
struggle. 

A self-styled anti - imperialistic 
league gave vent to the thoughts of 
radical interests, said to have been 
prompted by Moscow, with the pub- 
lication of statements here today at- 
tempting to give a foreign imperial- 
istic significance to the present con- 
flict. The league statements, charac- 
terized by the leading Chinese news- 
papers as a piece of Bolshevist prop- 
aganda, quoted a Moscow dispatch 
charging the present conflict was a 
plot to divide China. Japan, the dis- 


lief in Russian Armenia, who arrived 
recently in New York, as a proposal 
in the interests of international peace 
of very great importance in the Near 
Bast. 

“Both Russia and Turkey claim Mt. 
Ararat,” said Dr. Uhls, “which is, in-

TRACTION SYSTEM MAY GO

Support of President Sure, Despite Veto of 
Postal Salary Bill, Association Head Says 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 9 (Spe- 
cial)—As the 21st annual conven- 
tion of the National Rural Letter 
Carriers’ Association got under way 
today, A. P. Lang, president, of 
Pleasantville, O., emphatically de- 
clared that this branch of the postal 
service will never join, nor con- 
tribute one thing to any organiza- 
tion which might require them to 
support a strike. 

This was Mr. Lang’s announce- 
ment to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor that the 
rural letter carriers will not join 
the A. F. of L., alth@ugh, according 
to W. D. Brown of Washington, D. 
C., attorney for the letter carriers, 
there are a number of representa- 
tives of the federation here seeking 
a2n opportunity to enroll them. 

The predominating desire among 
the 500 delegates is to devise im- 
provements in the service to farm- 
ers, particularly in the delivery of 
daily newspapers. The modern 
farmer, they assert, is just as impa- 
tient for his stock and bond report 
as his brother in the city, and the 
rural letter carriers are assuming 
the responsibility of getting it to 
him with all the speed of first-class 
mail. 


Demand Better Roads 


In this connection one of the more 
important questions to be consid- 
ered by the convention will be that 
of postroads, wsich, naturally, con- 
tribute or hamper service as the 
case may be. The carriers claim to 
know that all the federal aid desig- 
nated for the improvement of post- 
roads is not so employed, but is spent 
in the development of trunk: high- 
ways, which are not used exten- 
sively by the country mailman.

GUSTAVE ADOR 
APPEALS FOR 
ARBITRATION

GENEVA, Sept. 9—The_ second 
phase of the Assembly of the League 
of Nations began yesterday when the| 
delegates reverted to the discussion | 
of the secretary-general’s report, af-| 
ter devoting three days exclusively to | 
the problems of armaments and secu- | 
rity. Three commissions have been 
busy at the secretariat offices, and 
conditions again resemble those 
which prevailed before the arrival of 
the prime ministers. Nevertheless, 
the security problem overshadows all 


hoped the Assembly would be able te 
give further assistance to those u- 
fortunates. 

Another speech at the Assembly 
was by the Lithuanian Prime Min- 
ister, Dr. Ernest Galvanauskas, who 
made one more appeal for the re- 
consideration of the Vilna question. 
He laid emphasis on Norman Davis 
declaration that the settlement of 
Memel in. no way diminished the 
rights of parties to other political 
disputes in the same area. However, 
since the Ambassadors’ Conference 
has already recognized Poland as 
ruler of Vilna, it may be presumed 
the Assembly will take no action 
on the Lithuanian appeal. 

Discussions on opium and the 
League’s budget passed almost un- 
noticed, owing to the anxiety of the 
public to attend the meeting of the 
third commission on disarmaments. 
The largest room in the Secretariat 
was crowded, although only regular 
journalists were admitted, and all the 
visitors and most of tiie delegates 
were excluded. This drastic treat- 
ment will undoubtedly cause individ- | 
ual distress and annoyance, but it is 
absolutely essential if the work is to 
proceed rapidly, and the newspapers 
are to report the proceedings ade- 
quately, 

It was first arranged that the third 
commission should meet in the As-~- 
sembly Hall, in order to allow the 
attendance of visitors, but the pro- 
posal was abandoned, owing to the 
distance from the Secretariat and the 
consequent difficulties of journalists 
who wish to follow the discussions 
of the several commissions. Al- 
though the third commission yester- 
day did little but decide its methods 
of procedure, there was some diffi- 
culty in persuading Lord Parmoor to 
agree that the Treaty of Mutual As- 
sistance must be discussed in com- 
mon with other proposals, and it is 
evident that a final agreement will 
only be reached if all the delegates 
show great determination, diplomacy

Gustave Ador’s speech for instance, 


was a strong appeal by Switzerland, 
which: has already signed the op- 
tional clause of the World Court, to 
the other nations te settle their dis- 
putes by arbitration instead of by 
force.

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WORK ADVANCES 
ON R. L PROJECT 


Great $21,000,000 Water 
Supply Development to Be 
Finished in 1926 


SCITUATE, R.‘I., Sept. 9 (Spe- 
cial) —Work on the new $21,000,000 
Providence water supply project, the 
main unit of which is the Scituate 
dam, has progressed to a point which 
gives assurance of delivery of water 
from the. new supply in the spring 
of 1926 as promised by the engineers 
in charge of the project. 

The flowage, within a water shed 
approximately in extent one-thir- 
teenth of the square mileage_of the 
entire state of Rhode Island, is timed 
to begin with the completion of a 
seven-mile aqueduct, including three 
and one-third miles of tunnel, into 
the city of Providence. 

The big reservoir will submerge 
the .sites of four villages, typical 
of which is Richmond, where with 
mills and buildings removed the land 
will eventually be inundated to a 
depth of 50 feet.. Twenty-three miles 
of modern roads, causeways and 
bridges have been built to replace 


highways across the area below the |

This work has been administered 
by a board, of which B. Thomas Pot- 
ter has been the head since its or- 
ganization in 1915. The engineering 
is directed by Frank E. Winsor, one 
of the engineers in charge of the 
building of New York City’s new 
water supply. 

The dam, which is 3200 feet in 
length, is built above solid ledge with 
key walls of cement, and above these 
now is being reared the core of loam 
between. layers of. sand, gravel and 
rip rap. 

Looking up both the Ponaganset 
and the Pawtuxet River valleys 
steam shovels are seen at work in 
the stripping, while busy little trains 
bring down their loads of materials |

for the embankments. A cement con- 
crete bridge to span the spillway is 
completed, one-half of the tunnel 
through solid rock to link aqueduct 
and pipe line is done, The big filter 
plant at Kent will have been com- 
pleted before the fall of 1925. 

The enterprise, which will connect 
‘six sizeable bodies of water and 
many lesser ones; is regarded as the 
‘largest engineering project in this 
State. The reservoir will impound to 
‘eapacity 36,900,000,000 gallons 
'water. It will permit, it is estimated. 
'a daily yield of 85,000,000 gallons. 
This is approximately four times the 
ipresent daily consumption and is 
| calculated to provide adequately for 
future growth.

mer in Europe yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. Smith traveled through Eng-

England is made up of people 
who have always lived there. They 
are English. They think as English- 
men. And so on with the other 
countries. We, on the other hand, 
are trying what is likely to be a 
slow process. We are taking large 
numbers of people from all nations 
and welding them into American 
citizens. 

They have not broken former ties 
and do not bring to questions the 
same relationship of thought. We 
have group opinion that is in- 
fluenced by immediate interest— 
French, English, etc. Therefpre we 
ought to be careful that we do not 
allow international concerns affect- 
ing other countries to come into 
our American, domestic affairs. 


Broadened and strengthened by 
European contacts, ideas for the up- 
building of the Nation through the 
schools will be worked out later by 
Dr. Smith and introduced as occasion 
permits.

OIL BOOM AHEAD 
FOR AUSTRALIA 


Engineer Finds, After Sur- 
vey of America, Possi- 
bilities in Antipodes 


Dr. G. B. Pritchard, head of the 
Melbourne Technical School, who 
spent the week-end in Boston in 
connection with his nation-wide sur- | 
vey of the American oil field eo 
said yesterday that the evidence | 
which he has gathered has given | 
convincing proof that Australian | 
geological conditions are enough | 
like those in America to make oil | 
boring a feasible industry there. | 

In an interview with a representa- | 
tive of The Christian Science Moni- | 
tor Dr. Pritchard pointed out that 
while Boston considers 22-cent gaso- 
line too high, and starts inestigation 
if the price advances, Australia is 
forced to import all of its petroleum, | 
and pay 60 cents per gallon in the 
cities and more in the country dis- 
tricts. 

“Australia has oil,” Dr. Pritchard 
said. “Borings made before I came 
to this country were successful in) 
so far as producing a certain quan-| 
tity of petroleum went. We knew, |

coast in May and have visited prac- 
tically all the major oil fields in the 
United States since then.

The export trade continues to be 
well sustained, the value of exports 
for the 12 months that ended July 31 
having been $1,079,048,000, an increase 
of $71,000,000, as compared with that 
for the precedi@g period. As com- 
pared with the figures for the year 
that ended in July, 1922, the increase 
was approximately $300,000,000. 


Trade With United States 


Trade with the United States has 
also kept up well. During the year 
; that ended on July 31 the exports 
were $434,000,000, or $19,000,000 greater 
7 than those for the preceding period. 

Imports. from the United States, how- 
ever, fell off to the, extent of about 
$30,000,000. It is found, however, that 
this was due to lower prices rather 
than to a reduced volume of pur- 
chases. For one thing, more farm 
machinery was imported from the 
United States during the last year 
than had come in for several years 
past. 

It is interesting to note that de- 
' spite the high tariff on wheat entering 
the United States, 21,340,000 bushels 
were exported to the Republic during 


-- the year that ended July 31, this be- 


ing an increase of 12,300,000 bushels 
over the quantity sold during the pre- 
ceding period. ! 

Of the 260,000,000 bushels of wheat 
Shipped to countries other than the 
United States during this period, 139,- 
000,000 bushels went out through 
American ports, which shows the ex- 
tent to which the Republic benefits 
through a large wheat crop in western 
Canada. 

The magnitude of last year’s crop 
is disclosed by the returns for car 
inspections for the last 11 months, 
these totaling 356,705 cars of wheat, 
an, increase of 83,000 over the number 
for the preceding "period. 


Milling Industry Active 


The progress made by ‘the milling 
industry is apparent_from the fact 
that during the last 11 months ex- 
‘ports of flour totaled 11,364,000 bar- 
rels, an increase of 952,000 over the 
figures for the perceding period. 

In Alberta the milling industry is 
undergoing rapid expansion; due very 
largely to the operations of the Spil- 
lers Company, one of the largest mill- 
ing firms in the British Empire. It 
is now announced that the second 
largest mill in Canada will be built in 
Calgary, Alberta. 

The mining industry has returned 
a very favorable report of its on. 
erations during the first six months 
of the year. Metallic mineral produc- 
tion showed an advance of 20 per 
cent in value over that for the cor- 
responding period in 1923. Increased 
production values were reported for 
coal, silver, nickel, lead, gypsum and 
feldspar. 

The output of gold was 760,264 
ounces, valued at $14,475,000. On- 
tario mines were credited with 571.- 
' 000 ounces, ,812,000 

troubles 
the output of coal was 
*-the first six months of 1928. 

Taking the whole range of the min- 
ing industry into account, its out- 
look is good, and the probability is 
that the value of its production will be 
greater than that for 1923.

LARGEST BUYER OF 
AMERICAN COPPER 


Of the 71,252,809 pounds of refined 
copper in ingots, bars or other forms 
exported from this country in July, 
18,190,529 pounds, or 25 per cent, was 
shipped to the United Kingdom, 
bringing the seven months’ exports 
to that country to 119,037,721 pounds, 
or 21 per cent of the total. It has 
been several years since the United 
Kingdom has taken first place in the 
volume of her copper imports from 
the United States. 

Shipments to Germany in July to- 
taled only 9,112,936 pounds, whereas 
15,081,688 pounds, or 21 per cent of 
the total, was shipped to France. 
During the seven months, however, 
Germany ranked in second place with 
a total of 111,699,694 pounds, or 19 
per cent of total shipments from this 
country. France was in third place 
with 106,574,570 pounds. 

Italy took 8,182,077 pounds in July 
and for the seven months 63,600,515 
pounds, ranking as America’s fourth 
best customer during that period. 
China took 48,860,119 pounds and Bel- 
gium 42,114,679 pounds during the 
seven months.

With the many attempts to im- 
nreve low’ speakers the one in moat 
prominence at present is the elimina- 
tion of the horn, substituting thcre- 
for a large diaphragm. This seems 
to be the logical way to arrive at 
good reproduction since the music 
is not “megaphoned” at you but is 
distributed evenly about the entire 
room such as is done by ordinary 
musical instruments.

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EDITORIALS 


There are few subjects which are engaging 
the attention of civilized mankind more seri- 
ously, at the present day 
than the problem of pre- 
venting war. The mass 
of the population in 
every country which ex- 
perienced the horrors of 
the years 1914-1918 is 
determined not to be 
dragged into war again. 
And in most countries there are many societies 
talking about the necessity for action and ad- 
vocating panaceas of their own for preserving 
world peace. This is all very good. The more 
people think about the problem, the sooner 
will they arrive at the true solution. Unfor- 
tunately at the moment the talk greatly out- 
runs action. 

Moreover. the art of war is making steady 
progress all the time. Everybody: is familiar 
with the recent developments in the airplane 
and in its use for war purposes. Everybody, 
too, understands what use may be made of wire- 
less for the control and guidance of implements 
of destruction. Occasionally we hear of new 
inventions in the construction of automatic 
rifles, tanks, and other weapons of the tradi- 
tional type. What is not so generally realized 
is that the rather feeble attempt which was 
made at the Washington Conference to stop the 
use of poison gas in war has broken down, and 
that all the great, powers are hard at work im- 
proving and perfecting their methods for using 
the most horrible of all the modes of destroying 
human life. 

There is no use in ruminating on how ter- 
rible the next war will be, if it ever comes. It 
would obviously be as much worse than the last 
as the last was worse than any which preceded 
it. For experience shows that fear is the worst 
counselor of nations. he steps which nations 
take in consequence of the propaganda of fear 
generally only bring nearer the very evils they 
seek to escape. In the past the excitement of 
suspicion of other nations and of fear of in- 
vasion has only led nations to that competition 
in armaments which has itself precipitated war. 
The only value of pointing out what modern 
war will entail is if it hélps to awaken people 
from their apathy and to make them consider 
how war itself is to be abolished. For that is 
the only solution of the problem. 

There is only one way of ending war, and that 
was laid down by the Founder of Christianity 
nearly 2000 years ago. It is that the individuals 
who make up the nations should love righteons- 
ness with their whole hearts and their neigh- 
hors as themselves. That is the only panacea 
for peace that will ever succeed. Most nations 
find it exceedingly difficult to feel any love, or 
any sense of obligation, toward other nations. 
They love humanity theoretically, but when it 
comes to business, the old argument that after 
all every nation’s first duty is to itself—the 
direct antithesis of the Golden Rule—seems 
very persuasively true. 

It is easy for everybody to talk about peace, 
because everybody wants it. But peace comes 
not from talking, but from an active fidelity to 
justice, honest and unselfish dealing, and good 
will among peoples, and these qualities are not 
vet conspicuously manifest in the international 
sphere. William Penn pointed out that “Jus- 
tice is the condition of peace,” but most nations, 
when they talk about justice in an nternational 
dispute, mean justice for themselves and little 
or no mercy for their opponents. World peace 
is inevitable, but it will only appear when 
nations @ease to live in isolation from one 
another, and are willing to put the interests of 
humanity on a level with their own. 
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The pending negotiations for loans to Ger- 
many, to serve as a basis for the financial 
rehabilitation of that 
country, have occasioned 
much discussion by the 
American press of the 
wisdom of what is termed 
“the export of capital” 
: from the United States. 
_) It is assumed in some 
quarters that, aS was 
strongly asserted by Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon when urging a reduction of the federal 
surtaxes on large incomes, there exists an actual 
need for more capital for investment in Ameri- 
can productive industries. It has been broadly 
asserted that this lack of needed capital was 
the chief reason for the decline in manufactur- 
ing and commercial activity manifested some 
months ago, and certain writers and political 
leaders have gone so far as to claim that the 
unfavorable business conditions were in large 
part due to investigations of alleged wrongdoing 
by officials of the national Administration dis- 
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| Exportation

couraging the investment of capital, and induc- 


ing owners of surplus wealth to seek investments 
in foreign lands. 

That the investigation of the oil leases, the 
Attorney-General’s management of his high 
office, or the conduct of the Treasury Department 
had any real effect in driving capital out of the 
United States, may be-doubted, for even though 
some of those who took an active part in pro- 
moting the inquiries by congressional commit- 
tees may have had political axes to grind, it is 
hardly believable that their action created any 
distrust of the national Government, or the 
essential soundness of American institutions. 
Even though there had been some antagonism 
to “big business’ concealed in the various 
charges of official malfeasance, it is hardly con- 
ceivable that any foreign country at the present 
time offers better protection to property rights, 
and a more definite assurance of stable govern- 
ment, than does the United States. The claim 
that capital needed for industry was being driven 
out of that country by political agitation, cannot 
be regarded as proven. : 

Coming to the proposed German loans: it is 
equally doubtful whether they will in any way 
diminish the supply of American capital actually 
needed for domestic industry. The prevailing 


low rates of interest would seem to indicate 
that there is ample capital for the demands of 
industry and trade, and until probabilities of 
increased consumption become more manifest 
it is hard to see how investment of capital to 
increase production is justifiable. In the true 
sense of the word the loans to Germany will not 
result in the actual exportation of ‘‘capital,”’ but 
rather of credits, which can be utilized for 
stabilizing exchange, and providing a basis for 
a reorganized currency system. Even though a 
few hundred millions of the oversupply of gold 
now in the United States should go abroad, its 
loss would not diminish the possible supply of 
bank currency, or the amount of real capital 
available for investment, whenever reviving 
business makes an increased output of goods 
desirable.

America seem to be giving a great deal of dis- 

quiet to the thoughtful

Surveying three of the principal 
the American magazines for 
| : September appear arti- 
American cles discussing phases of 
Press | journalism and methods 
J} of leading spirits in that 
profession. One of the 
writers would take issue with the form of this 
statement, as his thesis is that journalism is no 
longer to be regarded as a profession, but rather 
as a trade, and, if we may judge from the tone 
of his article, rather an ignoble trade at that. 
And yet, trade or profession, whichever it may 
be, it has become emphatically one of the great 
phenomena of American society today. The 
newspaper goes everywhere and is read by 
everybody. Materially its size and circulation 
have become such as to menace the fir forests 
of the country, while morally and ethically its 
standards are alleged to be gravely menacing 
the thought and intelligence of the younger 
generation. 

And so it now attains to the dignity of being 
regarded as a social factor of enough impor- 
tance to undergo a “survey” by scientific inves- 
tigators, backed by the money of the Rockefeller 
Foundation. It is thus put on a plane with the 
steel trust, the maladministration of. criminal 
law, various forms of noxious ailments, and 
other incidents of American 
organization which have within the last few 
years, been thus surveyed. without material 
effect tipon their permanence. : 

But even if the results of past surveys have 
not been wholly encouraging, we think that 
the practitioners of the profession which is now 
to be subjected to investigation will very 
willingly submit themselves to the work of the 
investigators. Many of the charges most lightly 
laid against the newspapers would, in our judg- 
ment, be disposed of by an unprejudiced inquiry. 
The vexed question of propaganda, and of the 
efforts of foreign governments to influence the 
American press, is to be one of the counts in 
the agenda to be laid before these inquisitors. 

One of their first duties will be to determine 
what propaganda is. There seems to be a gen- 
eral feéling among those who most bitterly 
denounce this evil that any discussion of a sub- 
ject distasteful to them is propaganda, while the 
vigorously partisan advocacy of a cause which 
they approve is free from that stigma. The 
measure of accuracy of the press also is cited 
as one of the things to be investigated. It is 
our judgment that if the trained investigators 
undertaking this inquiry will discriminate be- 
tween the methods necessarily employed in the 
production of the daily newspaper, and the 
deliberation which can readily attend the publi- 
cation of the quarterly journal of a scientific 
society, for example, they will reach the conclu- 
sion that the measure of accuracy of the Ameri- 
can daily press, particularly its more serious 
examples, is exceedingly high. 

There is a question as to how far an inquiry 
of this sort can go into matters merely of good 
taste. It is upon this count that most American 
daily papers, given over as they are to exag- 
gerated headlines, foolish or suggestive comic 
strips, and lurid descriptions of criminal activ- 
ities, are most open to attack. If to fairly 
uncover an evil means to destroy it, as is usuallv 
the case, an investigation into this particular 
matter by an unprejudiced board may be of 
national service. 

It is promised that this investigation is to be 
made deliberately and thoroughly. Two years, 
and a large sum of money, will be expended in 
the work. The chairman of the board is a man 
well informed as to journalistic methods, and 
free as may be from prejudices which would 
warp his judgment. The Monitor believes that 
the undertaking has in it qualities of great 
advantage to American journalists, and urges 
that it should have the hearty support of all 
American newspapers. 
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Those who, in their travels about the country, 
find it necessary or convenient to patronize the 
established motor - bus 
lines, will discover that 
in many if not all of the

ok before crossing any rail- 

road track. There has been much discussion 
in recent months of the grade-crossing problem 
and of means which should be adopted to lessen 
the menace to public safety which these cross- 
ings offer. Some progress is being made in 
reducing the number of these hazards, but the 
expense incident thereto is too great to be met 
all at once. It is probable, therefore, that for 
some years to come, unless voluntary precau- 
tions are taken, or unless laws and ordinances 
are enacted to compel the observance of ordi- 
nary care, disastrous toll will be taken as a 
result of the ignorance, the gross negligence, or 
the stubbornness of those who choose to contest 
the right of way with moving trains. 

Until the last of these grade-crossings has 
been eliminated, every motorist is charged with 
the duty of observing extraordinary caution in 
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approaching and passing these danger points. 
Why would it not be a wise precaution to impose 
upon one’s self the obligation to stop, just as the 
conveyances used for serving the public are 
stopped, before attempting to cross? It should 
not be forgotten, either by the owner or operator 
of an automobile, that he has under his control 
a powerful and swift device. Distances and 
speeds cannot always be properly estimated 
while driving at forty or fifty miles an hour. 

Traffic conditions everywhere have changed 
so greatly within recent years that it is not to 
be wondered at that the public finds it difficult 
to adjust thought and action to them. Surfaced 
roads have. made it possible to attain great 
speed. Millions of inexperienced drivers are 
operating high-powered machines, and striving 
with others in their class to surpass the 
legal speed limit without being apprehended. 

Pedestrians and the drivers of horse-drawn 
conveyances have quite generally conceded to 
the automobile the unquestioned right of way. 
Not so the railway trains, whose speed cannot 
be adapted to or checked to meet the new emer- 
gency. Still there continues the unequal con- 
test at the grade, crossing. Daily, and almost 
hourly, new chapters in the tragedy are being 
written, simply because so many of those who 
pursue a heedless course along the highways 
insist that they have the right, if they so choose, 
to sacrifice whoever and whatever they will to 
their unquenchable mania for speed. Perhaps 
no law designed to compel the observance of 
ordinary caution in this respect could be en- 
forced. Possibly it may be insisted that it is 
the inalienable right of a free people to gratify 
all their appetites. But it would seem that the 
enactment and attempted enforcement of such 
a law should be regarded as a form of mild 
“paternalism’’ which even the opponents of 


_other regulatory measures might not resent. 


Those who are accustomed to look forward 
to the annual vacation period have learned 
againthat there must in- 
evitably come the end of 
the summer holidays. 
Some wise person once 
remarked that “all work 
and no play makes Jack » 
a dull boy.” Perhaps it 
might be as truthfully 
observed that all play 
and no work would be as disastrous. So no 
doubt it is a wise provision in the arrangement 
of the domestic economy of all that periods are 
allotted for toil and study as well as for recrea- 
tion and amusement. 

There is reason to believe that, so far at least 
as the people of the United States are con- 
cerned, they are learning, even in the some- 
what careless pursuit of vacation pleasures, to 
look forward thoughtfully to the weeks and 
months which follow, and as a result of this 
deliberate survey to outline a comprehensive 
course to be followed after the playtime is 
ended. From the perspective of wooded hills 
and sandy shores one may be able to see more 
clearly ‘the broader outline of desired accom- 
plishments. The little, confusing, and trouble- 
some matters of every-day detail are forgotten 
or minimized, and the problem as a whole 
shapes and presents itself for calm considera- 
tion. It is true that men and women who work 
purposefully and constructively in an effort to 
accomplish the things which they undertake 
are never really idle. The processes of build- 
ing go on uninterruptedly, and rest and recrea- 
tion only serve to alter and enlarge the view- 
point. 

This army of builders, when account is taken 
of those who, of whatever age or station, are 
engaged in doing some part of the world’s 
work, is a tremendously large and powerful one. 
In schools, in stores, in offices, in factories, on 
the farms and in the homes, there exists, either 
latent or active, a force powerful enough, 
rightly employed, to overthrow and overturn 
every threatening or predatory’ influence 
massed against private and public honesty. In 
this warfare there are no times of truce or armi- 
stice, no holiday or vacation seasons. “Eternal 
vigilance,’ it has been said, “is the price of 
liberty.” If that was ever true it is true today. 


Paitorial Notes 


It is reasonable to expect that, in regard to 
at least one of the anticipated results of the 
recent visits of the Poor Law children to the 
Wembley Exhibition—-namely that an increase 
in juvenile emigration will soon be noticeable— 
the authorities will not be disappointed. The 
large parties of school children making the tour 
of the exhibition have attracted the attention of 
many visitors, and it is said that the expenses 
thus incurred have been in some instances con- 
siderable. The children, however, have shown 
a keen interest in all that they have seen, and 
the story is told of one youngster who, in a 
letter of thanks to the guardians, appeared par- 
ticularly satisfied with having “gone round the 
world in a few hours.” While there may still 
be features in connection with the general care 
of the Poor Law children to which some may 
feel inclined to take exception, there is no 
doubt. whatever that, on the whole, they are well 
provided for. What a change has taken place 
since the days of Dotheboys Hall. 
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There has been a tremendous increase in the 
consumption of milk in the United States during 
the last half century, according to figures cited 
in a recent review of the dairy and ice cream 
industries. This review shows that, whereas 
about fifty years ago the annual milk output 
was in the neighborhood of 250,000,000 gallons, 
today it is well over 7,500,000,000. What is 
more, authoritative opinion has it that this 
increase has far from reached its peak, and that 
future production will make the present total 
look small. Per capita consumption in 1918, 
1919, and 1920 is given as forty-three gallons, 
whereas in 1921 it was forty-nine, in 1922 fifty, 
and in 1923 fifty-three. Is it straining a point 
to suggest that this phenomenal increase is due 
in part to the growing prohibition sentiment 
in America? | 
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America’s Southwestern Doorway 


When the word “immigrant” is used, an American 
involuntarily thinks of the ports: New York, Boston, 
San Francisco, New Orleans, Galveston. And yet there 
is a doorway to the United States in the southwest—El 
Paso—-through which more immigrants enter America 
every vear than through any port save New York. 

For consider how much easier it is to get in through 
this doorway. Those coming to the ports must come 
by ship, a long distance, at great expense; those coming 
to El Paso merely cross a bridge, often walking. Of 
course the official restrictions there are the same as at 
other doorways, but the physical restrictions are not. In 
case an investigation might prove inconvenient to the 
immigrant, he finds that the river is in most places only 
knee-deep, rafts are easily constructed, and of course 
every foot of the border line cannot be constantly 
guarded. No one knows this better than America’s 
neighbors on the south. 

Most of the immigrants, however, enter legally—-some 
20,000 per year at. El Paso. Nimety per cent of these 
are Mexicans, ten per cent of other nationalities. <A 
part of this ten per cent are people who have been 
refused admittance at other doors. Every year some of 
them are apprehended, often after they have been in 
the States for months. But this only proves that it is 
possible for undesirables to get in through this gateway 
—not that all who do so are found out and deported: 
With the Juarez-E] Paso street cars coming over every 
15 minutes, more than often crowded to _ standing 
capacity, the immigration officials are far too busy to 
examine every passport thoroughly, and, with a hundred 
drunken Americans ’'in Juarez at any time, authentic- 
looking passports are easily procurable. That. in itself, 
is something to think about.

But there are 18,000 Mexicans who enter legally, half 
of whom remain in the United States permanently. Of 
those who turn back, some are deported, the causes 
being the same as elsewhere: physical or mental unfit- 
ness, immorality, radicalism, or likelihood of becoming 
a public charge. Others leave voluntarily, for various 
reasons. Still there are some 9000 who do remain. Is 
it not important to know something of these foreigners 
who thus become a part of America’s people every year? 
What are they and how do they conduct themselves as 
citizens of the United States? 


As a general thing, “emigrants” are a little above 
the average of those from whom they separate them- 
selves—that is, they have the energy and initiative to 
make a little greater effort than their fellows to better 
their own conditions. This is true of the Mexican. But 
he has a second sifting after his arrival, for it is easier 
to return than it was to come in. Therefore, if America 
gets the lazy peon, she generally, sooner or later, loses 
him. She keeps the best, the strongest, the pluckiest, 
the most desirable—as a natural result. As soon as 
these are safely over the border they begin to hunt work, 
either through their friends who are already established 
in the country or through the employment agencies. In 
a short while they will be found engaged as scrub-women. 
cobblers, bootblacks, window cleaners, street-sweepers, 
news-vendors, gardeners, teamsters, ranch workers. car- 
penters, plumbers, barbers, railroad employees, meat 
cutters, printers, chauffeurs, clerks, storekeepers, and in 
a hundred other ways all the way up the line to court 
reporters, teachers, ministers and social workers. Some 
of the governors and other high officials of the south- 
Western states have been, and are, either Mexicans 
(Americanized) or of that descent. 


+ + + 


But the real question is: Do they, as a rule. make 
good workers and desirable citizens? The questions: Is 
the Mexican a good and reliable worker? Does he com- 
pare well ‘with other nationalities in this respect? Has 
he any peculiarities or propensities that affect him un- 
favorably as a workman? have been asked of many dif- 
ferent kinds of employers and they seem to be unanimous 
in their approval. A wholesale confection manufacturer 
of San Antonio said, for example: “We employ 250 Mex- 
ican people and find them_very satisfactory workers. 
They are quite apt at learning the work given them and 
are about as industrious as the average person. With 
the exception of their having a great many holidays and 
missing more days from their work on this account than 
the average white laborer, we find them verv satis- 
factory.”’ 

Another manufacturer who employs only girls said: 
‘We have found Mexican girls to give satisfactory service 
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at all times. They seem to be quick to learn, and as 
for any peculiarities, we have not yet noticed them.” 

One who manufactures cotton goods declared: “We 
have found them to be well suited to our industry, reli- 
able, industrious and steady. Our labor turnover,. we 
believe, is smaller than would be the case with any other 
nationality. Our labor troubles such as strikes, riots, 
etc., are entirely eliminated.” 

One business man who has been employing Mexican 
labor on a large scale for 27 years said: “If anyone 
tries to tell you that the Mexican is not a good worker, 
you may tell him for me that he doesn’t know what he 
is talking about.” Another who employs 45 families in 
the Salt River Valley of Arizona said: “‘The Mexican is 
a good worker. He is reliable. and quiet and orderly.” 
An Official of the Pennsylvania Railroad wrote: “As a 
class we find they are the best track laborers of any 
nationality.” 

But, though the Mexican is a good reliable worker, 
he is not aggressive; though self-respecting, he does not 
seem to have the elbowing instinct. If he joins the 
labor unions he becomes as stanch and loyal as the 
rest, but he frequently takes up work which better 
trained workers disdain. Moreover, when he comes to 
America he brings his family with him, does not send 
money out of the country, and is anxious to become 
established. He has, too, a fairly respectable notion of 
citizenship. For these reasons there is less resentment 
toward him than toward many aliens. 

It is true these Mexican immigrants are segregated in 
the cities, but language and custom cause it—not ad- 
verse sentiment. If one of them prospers and wishes 
to move into a white neighborhood, there is seldom any 
objection made, since it is known that both he and his 
family will attend strictly to their own affairs, his chil- 
dren even making no attempt to play with white chil- 
dren unless invited to do so. (However, any white child 
knows better than to try to impose upon them.) They 
attend white schools if living in the district and still 
there is no friction. They are usually invited into all 
the games because the white children are anxious to pick 
up scraps of Spanish from them, but if not so irivited, 
they play quietly by themselves with no seeming ill will. 

All of this strongly indicates that they make fairlv 
desirable citizens, as good as most foreigners, and much 
better than some. But there are other reasons. They 
are as clean as their knowledge of sanitation and the 
conditions obtainable for them permit. (The Mexican 
man.is conspicuous for his well-wasbed overalls.) Thev 
are quick and eager to learn the better way and adopt 
it if possible.

They can be, and are, manipulated to a certain extent 
by political bosses—as are most foreigners—but this 
can be accomplished with the Mexican only through his 
church. They vote almost solidly against all school 
measures, Sunday laws and prohibition. The Roman 
Catholic Church has its own church schools which it 
prefers to have the children of its members attend. 
Therefore it does not favor paying taxes to keep up pub- 
lic schools and, though there is probably no concerted 
effort in that direction, its influence is against the school 
system. Furthermore, Roman Catholics believe the 
church should direct the morals of its people and so 
lend force against Sunday laws and prohibition, rather 
than for them. 

There is no more crime among these immigrants than 
among whites, as shown by statistics in the large south- 
western cities. But there is greater incentive to crime. 
The majority of them receive low wages, their work is 
irregular, and their families large. The school census 
of El Paso showed that while the average white family 
has two children of school age, the Mexican has six: 
that while the Smiths had 52 in school, and the Joneses 
oo, there were 280 each of Signors and Garcias! One 
school district in the Mexican settlement, six blocks wide 
and eleven long, had 4115 children; another had 3479. 
But as it is difficult to count them, so many having 
identically the same names and often parents of the 
same names, it is likely the census does not show them all. 

On the whole, then, in the Mexican immigrant who 
stays in the United States, America is gaining a fairly 
good quality of citizen. Not so good as some parts of 
Kurope send to the country, but when one considers how 
the United States has been pouring a continual flood of 
drunkards, gamblers, and other vicious characters into 
the borders of Mexico since the passage of the Highteenth 
Amendment, the exchange seems quite advantageous, for 
the United States is giving of its worst and is receiving, 
in return, of Mexico's best. | i ee 


The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Berlin 


Berlin. Aug. 26. 
: Berlin street traffic is going to be radically reorgan- 
ized and, if one is to credit those who may be supposed 
to know, it is to be modeled on American lines. Whatever 
the pattern, the change can only be welcomed, for the 
order of the Berlin streets has always left much to be 
desired and, since the war, has still more deteriorated. 


Herr Mosle, traffic manager of the Berlin police, has 


recently returned from a trip to New York which he 
undertook for the purpose of studying street traffic con- 
ditions there, and for which he has nothing but praise. 
As one result the electric tramcars that block the city 
traffic are to be replaced as soon as possible by motor 
omnibuses of which there is only an inadequate number 
at present. But the chief innovation is in process on 
Potsdamer Platz—a junction of five of Berlin’s busiest 
thoroughfares—where it affords entertainment for hun- 
dreds of idle spectators. In the center of the platz a 
watchtower, five meters in height, is to be erected, from 
which the traffic will be regulated by signals and colored 
lights. Until the tower is built a primitive wooden erec- 
tion, popularly nicknamed “the pulpit,” is taking its 
place, from which a forlorn green policeman blows his 
horn signal. Grouped around are numerous islands for 
the safety of pedestrians and some complicated arrange- 
ments as yet incomplete. Compared with other large 
capitals there is little traffic to regulate, but it is con- 
fidently hoped Berlin will soon regain its former brisk 
and prosperous aspect.

The Vossische Zeitung has published in a separate 
supplement the “London Pact” verbatim. This is by no 
means so unimportant a fact as might at first appear. It 
is noteworthy as being significant of Germany’s progress. 
Always before in the case of a tréaty between Germany 
and a foreign power Germans were allowed to read just 
as much as those who ruled their destinies intended them 
to read, excerpts being printed with comments calculated 
to influence the feeling of the people in a desired direc- 
tion. Germany has shaken off its yoke and the people 
are gradually learning with some amazement that they 
are no longer in leading-strings. 
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One of the signs of improved times is that Berlin's 
public fountains are, by municipal decree, to be supplied 
again with water. For many years the fountains of the 
city and outskirts have been dry owing to scarcity of the 
necessary element, and beautiful works of art though 
many of them are, they present a very dismal and un- 
tinished appearance. The colossal fountain before the 
palace of the ex-emperor is a striking example. This 
fine work of Professor Begas, representing Neptune sur- 
rounded by Germany’s four greatest rivers, the Rhine, 
Elbe, Oder and Vistula, a gift of the Berlin magistrates 
to their sovereign, looks grotesque, shorn of the many 
sparkling cascades that once flowed into the huge basin. 
Another melancholy object is the exquisite “fairy-tale” 
fountain, by Professor Krauss, at the east end, to say 
nothing of the decorative fountains at the Brandenburg 
Gate. No city is so rich as Berlin in open spaces and 
fountains, and it is a matter of general pleasure that 
these embellishments are now to regain their former 


beauty. . s + 


Berlin and practically all Germany have just cele- 
brated the centenary of the Christmas carol, “Stille 
Nacht, heilige Nacht” (silent night, holy night). A 
hundred years ago this month the words were written 
by a schoolmaster named Gruber and set to music by a 
pastor of the name of Mohr, both residents of the little 
town of Oberndorf on the Danube. Composer and poet 
are forgotten, but their work in its beautiful and fervent 
simplicity lives on. In every ,German home, from the 
highest to the lowliest, “Stille Nacht” is heard and loved. 
The inhabitants of Obendorf are erecting a monument to 


the memory of poet and composer, the laying of the stone 
of which has just been accomplished with a great deal 
of ceremony as the chief act in a people’s féte lasting 
three days.

Regarding the “Get-Out-the-Vote” Campaign 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

In The Christian Science Monitor of Tuesday, Sept. 2. 
I note a front-page article beginning, “In every state in 
the Union the ‘Get-Out-the-Vote’ campaign started by 
the National Association of Manufacturers begins today. 
The campaizn, which is strictly nonpartisan, is to be 
carried on- by a large number of national and local 
organizations and is to be waged to get as many of the 
eligible voters as possible to go to the polls on Nov. 4.” 
The headlines say, “Manufacturers Take Lead in Cam- 
paign to Spur Voters to Polls.” 

It is incorrect to state that the. National Association 
of Manufacturers “started” the Get-Out-the-Vote cam- 
paign, or that they will “take the lead.”” The idea was 
originated by the National League of Women Voters and 
was first promulgated in April, 1923, at the Des Moines 
convention of that organization. From that time on, the 
National League of Women Voters, together with its state 
and local branches, has been preparing for this campaign 
which it launched early this summer. The National 
Association of Manufacturers is to be commended for 
adopting the plan of the National League of Women 
Voters, but it should be remembered that originally this 
novel and patriotic idea, together with the vision and 
courage for its undertaking, came from the hearts and 
minds of the women citizens of the United States. The 
National League of Women Voters itself is far more 
anxious to have the idea promulgated than to receive 
credit for originating it. But as an individual member 
of a local league, I feel that it is only just to correct a 
possible misunderstanding. C. BM. €.

The Question of Honest Debts 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


After reading carefully the “Letter” in the Monitor of 
Aug. 30 entitled “A British Woman Discusses Debts,” 
. must say that, as I see it, the honest indebtedness of 
Great Britain to the United States for money advanced 
for the running expenses of that Government is not com- 
parable to the questionable process by which money was 
loaned to doubtful applicants following the Civil War. 
Indeed it is doubtful whether those debts could ever be 
recognized without destroying a basic idea vital to the 
whole war of the rebellion. 

The American people are far from perfect, but penuri- 
ous dealing is not a normal part of their makeup. The 
instance cited is poor material as’ an argument for 
neglecting the honest monetary obligations of this last 
war. The United States was, and is perfectly able to 
defend this Government. That humane sacrifice which 
was made was not in a spirit of fear but helpfulness. 
And that spirit carried victory in a time when sorely 
needed. It cannot be paid in mere money. Money repre- 
sents gratitude and gratitude is as essential among 
nations as among individuals. To belittle the service 
bought by wounds, achieved by patriotic determination, 
victorious by right motive is indeed a sad commentary 
on the good will existing between peoples speaking the 
same language. R. 8.
